Colonel Oates will be remembered 
as the leader of the gallant fight made against 
the direct tax bill last session. Heisa man 
who has his own views on all subjects, and is 
not afraid to express tiem. Colonel Vates is 
not apprehensive of any dangerous legislation 
towards the south on account of the small re- 
publican majority in congress and he does not 
believe they will be able to seat contesters for 
seats and thereby increase their majority. He

until the negro is eliminated from politics, or, 
in other words; disfranchised.

Nothing much of his policy can be 
told until his cabinet is appointed, but I be- 
lieve he wil! attempt to break the solid south 
because. of. the increased representation in 
congress, and the increased vote in the elec-

I believe 
that General Harrison will advise and con- 
gress will attempt to amend the laws so 
as to authorize the appointment of supervisars 
in federal elections by the judges of tie 
courts wherever application is made therefor, 
to make eligible as supervisors any citizen of 
the state and to arm them with the most am- 
ple power and provide for the punishment of 
any.intericrence with the exercise thereof. 
If they succeed in this it will doubtless en- 
courage the negroes to flock to the polling 
placesand attempt to carry all federal elec- 
ions as they did in the reconstruction era. 
Nine-tenths of the negroes are republicans, 
4nd in some localities all, ard they will gen- 
erally vote that ticket if not influenced other- 
Wise. Noamount of arguifient can ever turn 
them from this purpose, “but a large 
part of them are for sale. Their votes 
can bo bought, and, as a general rule, 
the influence of their preachers, - which 
is very great, can be had for money. But 
Whenever the negroes flock to the polls and 
become the chief factors in the republican 
politics, the white men,as a rule~all of the 
tespectable and best class—without regard to 
their views on tariff and questions of policy— 
willbe found on the democratic side, and 
hence in the south the true designation of the 
parties is white man’s party and the negro 
party. The states are white men’s govern- 
ments, and while men will make and execute 
their laws, without the dictation of negroes, 
Chinamen, Indians any other colored 
race, and wherever the white and 
Colored race come in conflict at the 
polls it will, in many cases, result in blood- 
shed. The apprehension which this awakens 
throughout the south begets a distrust, which 
Will be felt and somewhat militate against our 
Present great material progress. But which- 
ever course General Harrison takes, whether 
conser) ative or radical, he never can make any 
policy successful in breaking up the solid south 
Qs long as the negro constitutes nine-tenths of 
the republican voters therein.”

~ “If it were a question before my state I cer- 
tainly would, because I believe it would be ad- 
vantageous fo both races. The white men in 
the south do differ, but the presence of the 
eternal negro, menacing their common inter- 
ests, forces them into one party. ‘With 
negro out, they can think for themselves and 
divide on questions of politics without loss of 
seli-respect, or the respect and confidefite. of 
theirneighbors. When the negro is eliminated 
from politics then the people of the south can 
think and vote for their convictions, and then 
there can be arepublican party in the south. 
The democratic party in the south is composed 
of old whigs and democrats, and if ths negro 
isvdlisframchised they will again divide. 
The enfranchise ment of the ne- 
sro has been no practical benefit to 
them but is a source of irritation to the white 
people. If they were disfranchised, better 
and friendlier relations would exist between 
them and the whites. I have been 
raised among negroes and have been well ac- 
quainted with them all my life. I would like 
to see them prosperous and bappy, and from 
iny life long acquaintance and close observa- 
tion, and a study of their situation and char- 
actéristics, I fully believe that their disfran- 
chisement which wou!d remove all friction be- 
tween-them and the whites would contribute 
more to their material, intellectual and moral 
progress than any one thing that could be 
dene for them. I am quite assured that it 
would be a good thing for the entire eountry.” 

“Don’t you think the ballot necessary to 
protect them in their rights of person and 
property ?”’ 

“I do not. The women and minros and 
aliens in this country are as fully pretected in 
every state of the south in person, reputation 
and property as any of the voters are. Suf- 
frage is not a natural right but a conventional 
right conferred by law.’’ :

Shrinking in Sales of Jute Bagging Kills the 
Trust 

CuicaGco, November 29.—A special from St. 
Louis saysthe jute bagging trust is reported 
to be going to pieces. Thesales of bagging by 
the combination have been far below the usual 
fall average. In addition to shrinkage in sales, 
another obstacle now confronts the bagging 
trust, which causes no small uncasiness in its 
ranks. There are in ail twenty-four bagying 
factories in the United States, and of these 
sixteen are shut down, having been leased by 
the ‘combine’ and closed. ‘The first day of 
January these leases expire and the sixteen 
factories are ready to start up again unless 
once more leased by the trust and allowed to 
remain idle. So far there has been no arrange- 
ment made towards leasing the bagging ‘‘com- 
bine’ and it is probable that several factories 
will start up after the opening of the new 
year, which is calculated to interfere consider. 
ably with the plans of the combine and natu- 
rally cause aserious decline in the price of 
bagging.

They there- 
upon broke fhe door open with asledge ham- 
mer, and the front hall was immedi- 
ately filled with masked men armed with 
double-barreled guns and pistols. They cov- 
ered hit with a dozen gung and demanded the 
keys tothe cells, which he refused to deliver, 
whereupon they searched his private apart- 
ment and found them in his wife’s sewing 
machine. After securing Sutton they locked 
up some of the guards in his cell and left for 
the west end of thecounty. The party is 
variously estimated by parties who saw it at 
from fifty to one thousand. ‘The sledge ham- 
mer that was used was found jn the jail this 
morning. There is very little clew as to who 
the parties were. 

Peter Haryell was murdered in March, 1857, 
and evidence, all of which was circumstantial, 
pointed to Wayman Sutton and his father-in- 
law, Morgan Pendleton, as the perpetrators of 
the deeds” Harvell’s house had been destroyed 
by an in¢endiary, and himself badly wounded 
by the would4be assassin, and he was still 
suffering front the wound when murdered. 

Pendleton -and Sutton were seen in the 
neighborhood of the jjouse previous to the 
murder andthe general impression .in the 
veighborhoo@was that they had been hired to 
killhim. Pendleton is said-to be in Kentucky 
and a letter purporting to have been written 
by him, in which he declared that he, and not 
Sutton, wasthe murderer, was recently sub- 
mitted to Governor Lee. 

Sutton was arrested in Indiana in last June 
and brought back to to Wytheville, where his 
trial took place, _He was convicted of murder 
in. the first degree at the March term of Wythe 
county court’and the circuit court refused to 
rehear the case. The matter was then taken 
before the state supreme court of appeals, and 
the judgment of the lower tribunal were sus- 
tained. In this extremity friends of the con- 
demued man appealed to Governor Lee for 
clemency, and he, afteran exhaustive review 
of the testimony, declined tointerfere. It does 
not appear that he” placed any confidence in 
the alleged Jetter from Pendleton; but laid

THE ZANZIBAR PROBLEM. 


A Proclamation Issued in the Name of the 
Sultan. 

ZANZIBAR, November 29.—The English and 
German administration in the sultan’s name 
have published a proclamation to the effect 
that the blockade will commence at noon Sun- 
day, and that the fleets are to take their posi- 
tion today. The German vessels on the south 
from Wanga and Linda, and the English ves- 
sels on the north from Wanga to Lamer 
island.

WREATHS 
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FOR BAUDIN. 


The French Going Crazy Over Another 
Graveyard Scene, 

Panis, November 29.—It is expected that 
300,000 persons will take partin the Baudin 
demonstration. Dr. Raudin, a consin of the 
revolutionist, refuses to participate. A grand 
nephew has been found who will act as chief 
mourner, and other relatives are likely to at- 
tend. Boulanger intends to hang a wreath on 
Baudin’s tomb, but hd will go as an individual 
deputy with a few friends. The Boulangist 
commission have decided to send wreaths, but 
without courting attention, in order to avoid 
ariot. The communists will be out in force. 

The Socialists at Work. 

Bern, November 29.—The socialist mem- 
bers of the reichstag have published an appeal 
to their supporters to continue their agitation, 
and to collect funds for defraying the expenses 
of the next election, which is expected to take 
place in the autumn of 188. The appeal con- 
cludes as follows: ‘‘The times are now favor- 
able to us as never before. Kadical sociai 
reform is necessary, for the peasant citizen 
suffers equally with the workingman.”’ It is 
supposed the wording of the manifestois to 
gain wider ground upon which to conduct the 
agitation than is permitted under the present 
laws against socialists, excepting at the period 
of elections.

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GRADY'SGREAT SPEECH 


CAROLINA DAY IN THE *AUGUSTA 
EXPOSITION. 


GEORGIA’S ROYAL GREETING UTTERED 


Fifty Thousand People Assembled to Hear 
Mr. Grady’s Speech of Welcome— 
Governor Richardsons Response, 


AvausTA, Ga., November 29.—[Special.]— 
Henry Grady is the toast on everybody's lips 
tonight. He was already the ideal of the 
young men of Georgia, and today he won the 
hearts of the Carolinians also. More than fifty 
thousand people weré here today, and reports 
from different railroads declare that thousands 
more would have comeif the railroads could 
have brought them. The legislatures of both 
states were present, and Governor Richardson, 
ex-Governor Hagood, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture A. P. Butier, and other leading men of 
Carolina, Senator Brown and Senator Colquitt, 
Congressman Barnes aud the _ state 
house officers of Georgia, -occupied seats on 
the Stage. Many ladies thronged 
tie hall, and a Speaker never faced a moré in- 
spiring audience. Great-as is Mr. Grady’s 
reputation as an orator, he won uew taurels 
today. His figures were graceful and_artisti- 
cally worked out, his eloquence was winning, 
and his magnetic influence over his audience 
never greater. Hie was fervid and impassionate 
and carried the audience by storm. 

Mrr Grady spoke as follows: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: This day. is auspi- 
cious. Set apart by governor and president 
for universal thanksgiving, our grateful hearts 
confirm the consecration. Though we have 
not been permitted to parade our democratic 
roosters in jubilant print, we may now lead 
them from theirinnocuous desuetude, and 
making them the basis of this day’s feast, 
gather about them a company that in cordial 
grace shall be excelled by none—not even that 
which invests the the republican turkey, 
whose steaming thighs shall be slipped today 
in Indianapolis, and attacking them with an 
appetite that comes from abounding health, 
consign them to that digestion that waits on a 
conscience void of offense. 

We give thanks today that the Lord God 
Almighty having led us from desoiation into 
plenty, from poverty into substance, from pas- 
sion into reason, and from estrangement into 
love—having brought the harvests from the 
ashes, and raised us homes from our ruins, 
and touched our scarred land all over with 
beauty, and with peace—permits us to assem- 
ble here today and rejoice amid the garnered 
heaps of our treasure. Your visitors give 
thanks because, coming to 2 city that from 
deep disaster has risen with energy and cour- 
age unequaled, and witnessing an exposition 
that in the sweep of its mighty arms, and the 
splendor o its gathered riches surpasses all 
we have attempted, they find all sensool 
rivalry blotted out in wondering admiration, 
and from hearts that know not envy or criti- 
cism, bid you God speed to eyen higher 
achievement, and to fulland swift jharvesting 
of the prosperity to gain which you have 
builded so bravely and so wisely. fApplause.| 

I am thankful, if you will pardon this per- 

sonal digression, because 1 now meet face to 
face, and can render service to a neople whose 
generous words on a late occasion touch d my 
heart more deeply than I shal! attempt here to 
express. I simply say to you now, and I 
would that my voice could reach every man in 
Georgia to whom i am in like indebted, that 
your kindness left no room for resentment or 
regret; but a heart filled with gratitude and 
loye steadier in its resolution to deserve the 
approval you so unstintingly gave, and more 
deeply consecrated tothe service of the peo- 
ple, that in giving me _ their love 
have given all that I have dared to hope for, 
and more than I had dared to ask. [ know not 
what the future may hold for the life that 
recent events have jostled from its accustomed 
path. It would be affectation to say that I 
am careless—for, in touching it with your lor- 
ing confidence, you have kindled inspirations 
that cherisked without guile, may be confessed 
in frankness. Butifit be given to man to 
read the human heart, and plumb the quick- 
sands of human ambition, I know that I speak 
the uth when I say that if ever I hoid in my 
grasp any honor, in the winning or wearing of 
which my state is disadvantaged, and my hand 
refuses to surrender it,{1 pray God thatin re- 
membrance of this hour, He wil! strike it from 
me forever; and if my ambitious heart rebels, 
that He will lead it, even through sorrow 
and humiliation, to know that unworthy lau- 
rels will fade on the brow, and that no honor 
can ennoble, notriumph advance and no vic- 
tory satisfy that is not won and worn ;in the 
weal of the people and the prosperity of the 
state. 

‘It gives us pleasure to meet today our neigh- 
bors from Carolina and by the banks of this 
river, more bond than boundary, give them 
cordial welcome to Georgia. The peoples of 
these states, sir, are ancient and honorable 
friends. When the jinfant colony that settled 
Georgia landed from its long voyage it was the 
hands of Carolinians that helped them ashore, 
and Carolina’s hospitality that gave them food 
and shelter.

The south is now confronted by two dangers 

First, that by remaining solid it will force ® 

rmanent sectional alignment, under which 

ing in minority, it has nothing to gain, and 
everything to lose. 

Second, that by dividing, it will debanch its 
political system, destroy the defenses of its 
social integrity, and put the balance of power 
in the hands of an ignorant and dangerous 
class. 

Let us discuss these dangers for a moment, 

As to the first. I do not doubt that every 
day the south remains solid, the drift toward a 
solid north is deepening. The southis solid 
now asense not dreamed of in anti-bellum days. 
Then we divided on every question save one, 
thatof preserving equal representation in the 
senate. Clay championed the protective tariff, 
Jackson flew at Calhoun’s throat when Caro- 
lina threatened to nullify. Polk of Tennessee 
was nade presklient over Clay of Kentucky. In 
1852, Pierce received the vote of twenty-seven 
States out of thirty-one, though this period 
marked the heighth of slavery disturbance. 
The sonth was solid thenon one thing alone. 
On all other questions national suffrage knew 
no sectional lines. Today the south is a masg 
of states merged into one. Every issne fused in 
the ardor of one great question,and our 153 elew 
toral votes hurled as a rifle ball into the electoral 
college. The tendency of this must be to se 
lidify the north. Indeed, this is already being 
done. Seymour and Blair, in 1568, on a plate 
form declairing the amendments null and void, 
were beaten in the north by Grant, the hero of 
the war, by less than 100,000 yotes. Mr. Har- 
rison, twenty years later, beat Cleveland with 
a flawless record and a careful platform, over 
450,000 votes in tle northern states. The solid 
south invites the solid north. From this status 
the south has little to hope. The north is 
already in the majority. More 
than five million immigrants have ponred im 
her states in the past ten years, and wilMbe de- 
claredin the next census, Four new states 
willgive her eight new senators and tweive elee- 
toral votes. Inthe south but one state has 
kept pace with the west—and that one, Texas, 
has largely gained at the expense of the At- 
lantic states. Tho south had thirty-eight per 
cent of the electoral vote in 1880, It is donbt- 
fulif she will have over twenty-five por cent 
in 1890. Toremain solid therefore is to incur 
the danger of being placed in perpetual minor. 
ity, and practically shut out from participation 
in the government, into which Georgia and 
Massachusetts came as equals—that was fash- 
ioned in their common wisdom—cefended in 
their common blood, and bought of their come- 
mon treasure. [Applause.| 

But what of the otherdanger? Can we risk 
lam sure we cannot. 
The very worst thing that couid happen to the 
south is tohave her white vote divided inte 
factions, and each faction bidding for the ne- 
gro who holds the balance of power. What ty 
this negro vote? In every southern state it ig 
considerable, and I fearit is increasing. Ig 
is alien, being separated by 
differences that are deep and permanent, 
ignorant—easily deluded or betrayed. 
iipulsive—lashed by a word into violence. 
is purchasable, having the incentive of povere 
ty and cupidity, and the restraint of neither 
pride or conviction. Itcan never be merged 
through logical or orderly currents into either 
of two parties, if two should present theme 
selves. Wecannot be rid of it. There it is, 
avast mass of impulsive, ignorant and pur- 
chasable votes. With no factions between 
which to swing it has no play or dislocation. 
But thrown from one faction to another it ig 
the loosed cannon on the storm tossed ship. 
There is no community that would deliberately 
tempt this danger. No social or political 
fabrte that could staud its strain. The Tweed 
ring, backed by asmaliler and less irresponsible 
following than a shrewd clique could rally and 
control in every southern state, and daring 
less of plunder and insolerce than that follow- 
ing would sanction or support, blotted out 
party lines in New York, and made its 
intelligence and integrity as selid as 
the south ever was. Party lincs were 
promptly recast because New York had te 
deai with the vicious who once punished may 
be trusted to sulk in quiet while their wounds 
heal, We deal with the ignorant, that scourged 
from power today, may be deluded tomorrow 
in assaulting the very position from which 
they have been lashed. Never did robbers 
find followers more to their mind than the 
emancipated slaves of reconstruction days. 
Ignorant and confiding, they could be comiunit- 
ted to any excess, led to anyoutraye. Deepas 
was the degradation to which these sovereign 
states were carried, and heavy as is the bur- 
den they left on this impoverished people, it 
was only when the white race rallying from 
the graves of its dead, and the ashes of its 
homes, closed its decimated ranks, and front 
ing federal bayonets, and defying federal 
power, stood like a stone wall before the utter- 
most temples of its liberty, and credit and the 
hideous drama closed, (that the miserable 
assault was checked. 

Shall those ranks be broken whilejthe danger 
still threatens. 

Let the whites divide, what happens? Here 
is this dangerous, and alien intlhuence that 
holds the balance of power. It cannot be won 
by argument, for it is without information, un- 
derstanding or traditions—hence without con- 
victions. 1t must be bought by race privileges 
granted as such, or by money paid outright. 
Let us follow this in its twofold aspect. One 
faction gives the negro certain privileges and 
wins. The other offers more. ‘The first bids 
under, and so the sickening work yvoes on until 
the barriers that now protect the social integ- 
rity and peace of both: races’ are swept away. 
The negro gains nothing, for he secures these 
spoils and privileges not by deserving them, 
or qualifying himself for them, but as- the 
plunder of an irritating struggle in which he 
loses that largeness of sympathy and 
tolerance, thatis at last essential to his well 
being and advancement. The other aspect is 
as bad. One side puts up tive thousand dol- 
lars for the purchase of the negro vote and 
wins. The other, declining at first to corrupt 
the suffragé, butréalizing at last that the aa- 
ministration on which its life and property 
depends is at stake, doubles this and so the de- 
bauching deepens until at last such enor- 
mous sums are spent that they must 
be recouped from the public treasuries. Good 
men disgusted go tothe rear. The shrewd 
and unscrupulous are put to the front, and the 
negro carrying with him the balance of power 
falls at last into the grasp of the faction which 
is most cunning and conscienceless. National 
parties tinding here their cheapest market and 
widest field, will pour millions into the south, 
adding tothe corruption fands of municipal and 
state factions until the ballot box will be hope- 
lessly debauched, all the approaches thereto 
corrupt, and all the results therefrom tainted.

DIRECT TAX AND THE COTTON TAX. 


Colonel Oates’s New Scheme for Disposing of 
the Negro--General Chalmers's 
Talk With Harrison.

WasHtnaton, November 50.—[{Special.}— 
The members of congress are coming in rapid- 
wae itis believed at least two-thirds of 
the members will be present. The direct tax 
pill is the firstthing that confronts the house, 
and, from the present outlook, it seems that it 
will again lie Over unacted upon this session. 

It will be remembered tkat this bill caused the 
two weeks’ dead-lock in the last session, as the 
result of the filibustering tactics, led by Coie 
nel Oates, of Alabama, whose obje 
prevent its passage unless the cotton tax 
amendment was added. When the dead-lock 
was at last broken by adjournment, it was 
agreed in a democratic caucus thatthe matter 
should be brought up for debate and tinal 
action in December, and that the committee 
on rules should report an fixing 
the sixth, eighth and eleventh days of Decem- 
ber to be devoted to discussions and amend- 
ments to that bill, and at four ‘o’clock on the 
eleventh instanta vote should be had. The 
committee on rules failed to report the order, 
and nothing has yet been done. At the time 
Mr. Randall had the order out and asked that 
it be considered at once, Mr. Reed, of Maine, 
the leader of the republicans, objected, and it 
went over. Considering this, the bill will take 
its regular place onthe calendar, unless the 
committee on rales shall report an order before 
Thursday next. Colonel Oates said tonight 
that if the order is passed and all the republi- 
cans vote for the bill, as they are most likely 
to do, there will be enough democrats young 
with them to pass it. 

‘*But,” said Colonel Oates, “they have sot to 
vote upon the cotton tax amen ment 
before they vote upon the direct tax 
bill. I don’t believe that we will pass it, but 
it should be. As to the report,’’ continued 

Jelonel Oates, “I don’t think it is certain to 
be made by any means, and I am not specially 
preparing for it. Carlisle, Mills and Randall, 
the three democratic members of the commit- 
tee on rules, are opposed to the bill and I have 
my doubts whether or not they will agree to 
report it. ?,

No, it is not at all certain tiat tife 
bill will come up this session.’ 
THE NEW HOUSE. 

The members who are here devote ticir 
time chiefly to discussing the complexion of 
the next house, and the speakership. Almost 
every one adntits that the republicans will 
have the majority, but there are many differ 
ences of opinion as tothe numbér. It, who- 
ever, ranges between three and seven. As to 
the speakership, it is almost certain that 
Reed, Butterworth, McKinley, Cannon, 
and Burrows will make an‘active canvass for 
the place. Cannon is already here and has 
commenced working among the members. 
The race will, however, probably be between 
Reed and Butterworth.]jfhese two, with the 
exception of McKinly, being considered the 
ablest men and the best fitted for the place on 
the republican side. McKinley, many believe, 
willbe made senator. to succecd Sherman, 
who is put down for a place in Genera! iTar- 
rison’s cabinet. 

THE OATES SCHEME. 

The interview with Congressman Oates, 
Alabama, proposing the disfranchisement 
the negro, printed in THr CONSTITUTION this 
morning, has created much comment here. 
Some members, principally among the seuth- 
ern men, were somewhat bitter in their 
nuneiation of Colonel Oates tor proposing such 
a plan, while many others agree with him 
thoroughly.
